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A BODY has been found in a car buried for ten days 
under mud at the mouth of the partially collapsed 
Beaminster Tunnel, writes PAUL CROMPTON. 

The car registered to a missing Taunton man in his 70s 
was recovered from beneath hundreds of tonnes of mud 
and bricks yesterday, Tuesday, July 17th. 
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Dorset Police believe the body of missing Crewkerne 
woman Rosemary Snell - who is in her 60s - will also be

■ WHAT inspired you to want to become a chef?

My dad loves spending the 
whole day in the kitchen just to create one meal! He has 
never cooked anything I haven't enjoyed, and my 
favourite are his summer barbecues! 

■ WHO is your favourite TV chef and why? 

I have always enjoyed watching Gordon Ramsay be¬ 
cause he has such an amazing passion for food. The 
high standards he sets when cooking and expects 
when being served food are inspiring. Also I think his 
TV programme Kitchen Nightmares is hilarious! 

■ WHO would you most like to cook for and why? 
Both my grandparents were very supportive of me, es¬ 
pecially when doing my exams and choosing what to 
study, however they both passed away before I had fin¬ 
ished my catering qualifications, and I would have loved 
to have cooked for them. I would have cooked them 
something traditional like a Sunday roast and apple and 
blackberry crumble. 

■ WHAT is your favourite type of food? 

I love spicy food so my favourite has to be Thai, I love 
all the flavours they use, ginger garlic and basil are 
some of my personal favourite ingredients to use in my 
cooking, I think Thai food always tastes fresh and has 
the right balance of spicy, sweet, and sour. 

■ WHAT was the first thing you ever cooked? 

The first thing I can remember baking were Easter bis¬ 
cuits with my grandma when I was about 4,1 remember 
standing on a chair, covered in flour rolling out biscuit 
dough. As I grew older we would bake things every 
week, I was something I looked forward to and enjoyed 
so much. 

■ WHAT were the best thing about the catering 
course at Weymouth College? 
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I enjoyed the whole time I was at Weymouth College; 
the lecturers there are really helpful and supportive. In 
the production kitchen, we took turns working on dif¬ 
ferent sections, which gave us a good experience of 
working as part of a team. Also I enjoyed meeting other 
people that enjoyed cooking as much as me and I made 
lots of friends there. 

■ WHAT will you be doing when you help with the 
catering at this summer's Olympics? 

I am really excited to be part of something as iconic as 
the Olympics, it is a once in a lifetime opportunity and 
I am thankful to Trish, Simon and Gerry at the Avenue 
Restaurant for allowing me to take the time off so I 
could be part of the Olympics. While I am there I shall 
be working as a chef de partie in the VIP kitchen where 
we will be producing restaurant quality food for hun¬ 
dreds of people at a time. 

■ WHAT was the last thing you listened to on your 
Ipod? 

The last thing I listened to was the rap group Slaugh¬ 
terhouse. My favourite artist at the moment is Jon Con¬ 
nor who few people would have heard of but he will be 
huge soon, the sincerity and hunger he has for his 
music will make him a household name. 

■ IF you were stranded on a desert island, what 
three things would you want to take with you? 

The first thing I would chose would be a knife for pro¬ 
tection and also it would be a tool I could use for lots 
of things. I would also take a big beach parasol for shel¬ 
ter from rain or sun, and lastly I would take a video cam¬ 
era to document my adventure so I could show people, 
or for people to find in the future. 

■ WHAT hobbies have you got outside of cooking? 
Last year I started kickboxing with Southwest Kickbox¬ 
ing club, it's a good way to keep fit and a great stress 
reliever! I enjoy visiting London and visiting the muse¬ 
ums, art galleries and, most importantly, the great 
restaurants. I am currently learning to drive and I am 
looking forward to the freedom which will come with 
passing my test.

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Town gets its moment to shine 


OLYMPIC fever gripped Bridport as thousands of people 
lined the streets to witness the torch travel through the 
town. 

Around 2,000 people saw the torch as it made its way 
through the town on the 55th day of the flame’s journey 
around the UK. 

Not even constant rain could dampen the enthusiasm of 
pupils and residents as they jostled to catch a glimpse of 
the Olympic flame. But a number of events were can¬ 
celled because of the constant downpour. 

From East Road to West Road the market town was 
transformed into a hub of noise and colour as people cel¬ 
ebrated the once in a lifetime event. 

The Mayor, Councillor David Rickard, said the town 
could be proud of the celebrations it put on for the four 
torchbearers. 

Councillor Rickard said: “Bridport did itself and the 
runners proud. I was really, really surprised to see how 
many people lined the road when it started. I’d estimate

there was up to 2,000 people there. 

“I think for the runners it was a great, they looked like 
they were smiling as they were running but I think from 
my point of view it was all over too quick when compared 
to the amount of planning that went into it. 

“The weather meant we didn’t have the celebrations af¬ 
terwards and that meant we couldn’t make it one long 
party. 

“If the weather was fine it could’ve been absolutely 
amazing and that part was a shame but given the condi¬ 
tions everybody seemed very happy to be there.” 

The Bridport leg of the relay was started by Deborah 
Sadd on East Road at 2:46pm. 


It was then passed to 13-year-old Katie Norman on East 
Road who carried the flame before passing it onto Laura 
Kerr, 43, who then ran down West Street. 

Peter Hellawell, 48, received the flame at the round¬ 
about at the end of West Street and ran with it down West 
Allington. 

The flame then moved to Chideock and Lyme Regis be¬ 
fore passing through Burton Bradstock at around 4:50pm. 
It finished the day in Weymouth. 

Rosie Barfoot from Stratton, near Dorchester, ran the 
third and last leg through Burton Bradstock taking the 
flame from Betty Port at the junction of High Street, 
Common Lane and Cliff Road which five days earlier 
was under three feet of water when the River Bride burst 
its banks following torrential rain. 

Talking to View From Bridport at the finish by Beach 
Road she said: “What a wonderful experience, and for so 
many people to turn out in such terrible weather was fan¬ 
tastic. It was brilliant.” 


Couple die in mudslide

discovered once the car has been 
cleared of debris. 

The retired couple had just begun a 
romance at the time of the horrific ac¬ 
cident. 

The man’s body had lay undiscov¬ 
ered in the car since July 7th, before 
it was excavated from the land slide at 
the northern end of the tunnel. 

The road was closed and a cordon 
put in place while emergency service 
staff excavated the vehicle. 

A police spokesman said on Tuesday 
it was too early to speculate about the 
outcome but families have been in¬ 
formed and were being supported by 
family liaison officers. 

The pair had been missing for more 
than a week before detectives search¬ 
ing for the pair discovered the crushed 
car on Monday, July 16th. 

The car was excavated by Dorset 
Fire Service crews yesterday (Tues¬ 
day). 

Dorset Police’s Assistant Chief Con¬ 
stable James Vaughan, leading the in¬ 
vestigation, said: “We have found the 
body of a man so far. We are making 
the reasonable assumption that it is the 
missing man. 

“We have linked the car with the 
missing couple from Somerset. 

“They are retired and they are a cou¬ 
ple, a relatively new item. 

“We cannot confirm but we suspect, 
because we have no reasonable expla¬ 
nation for where Mrs Snell is, she will 
be found in the car.” 

Concerns began to grow for the cou¬ 
ple when they were reported missing 
by friends and family on the weekend 
of July 7th. 

By the end of the week police 
started scrutinising telephone records 


and bank details in their hunt for the 
couple and it was discovered they had 
been to Beaminster. 

Avon and Somerset Police then 
asked Dorset Police to check the area 
of Beaminster Tunnel. 

Beaminster resident Douglas Beazer 
- who took pictures of the tunnel 
shortly after the mudslide - said he 
was shocked that nobody had discov¬ 
ered the bodies quicker. 

He said: “The timing must have 
been crystal because they must have 
been there when the debris came 
down. 

“There was about eight to ten feet of 
debris there .When I went down there 
I couldn’t see anything at all. I took 
some photographs and I didn’t notice 
anything at all. 

“It’s very sad to hear about the two 
people. After the mudslide residents 
have been saying it was lucky nobody 
was hurt. I was just surprised we had 
not heard that anybody was missing 
before.” 

Beaminster Tunnel has been closed 
because of structural damage since the 
worst flash floods in more than three 
decades hit the town on July 7th. The 
deluge caused the mudslide. 

A Dorset Police spokesman said at 
around 6.30pm on Monday, July 16th 
that the fire and rescue service were 
contacted by Avon and Somerset po¬ 
lice regarding the partial collapse of 
Beaminster Tunnel. 

“Crews were subsequently sent to 
investigate the area, and following a 
period of excavation discovered a ve¬ 
hicle under a large volume of earth 
and mud. 

“At around 7.20pm yesterday, police 
were advised that fire and rescue serv¬ 
ice personnel had discovered a car 
outside Beaminster tunnel.” 



Calf in dramatic cliffside rescue 


■ A SIX-week-old calf was 
plucked from the side of a 
cliff in a dramatic rescue 
near Eype. 

The calf was winched to 
safety by the RSPCA after 
four days on the side of 
Ridge Cliff. The calf was un¬ 
hurt in the incident. 

A specialist team from 
the RSPCA climbing team 
were called to save the calf 
around noon on Monday, 
July 16th. 

A number of previous at¬ 
tempts to rescue the ani¬ 
mal had to be abandoned 
before the successful oper¬ 
ation. 

The Aberdeen Angus calf 
is owned by Dean Exton 
from Higher Eype Farm. 

Mr Exton said: "The 
RSPCA went down the cliff 
on ropes and caught the 
calf and then put it in a 


large animal bag and 
winched it up. 

"It's only six weeks old so 
there's no real value I can 
put on it yet but it's the 
principle of getting it back. 
It was stuck on an exposed 
ledge which wasn't nice 
for it. 

"The first few days we did 
try to get it but it was still 
wild and very active so 
there was no way to get it 


until it quietened down. 

"It's more often sheep 
that go down there but 
they can normally scram¬ 
ble back up because the 
nature of the cliffs, but we 
haven't had a cow go 
down there for about 18 
months. 

"Then me and a RSPCA 
inspector managed to 
slide it down the cliff to the 
beach to rescue it."

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Flood victims warned 
of bogus salesman 


WARNINGS about bogus salesmen 
cashing in on the “extraordinary” 
flash floods which hit Bridport and 
Beaminster have been issued. 

Trading standards have told home- 
owners to be wary of door-to-door 
salesman offering to fix problems 
caused by the floods. 

Residents who need work carried 
out are urged to find a Trading Stan¬ 
dards approved trader they can trust 
at www.buywithconfidence.gov.uk 

The warning comes as agencies 
join forces in the huge clean-up op¬ 
eration underway in Dorset after the 
county was hit by the worst flash 
floods in decades. 

Heavy downpours on July 7th and 
the following days covered West 
Dorset with three times the average 
rainfall for July in 48 hours. 

The deluge caused the groundwater 
level in West Dorset to rise by 12 
metres. 

Staff from Dorset County Council's 
(DCC) highways team, the Environ¬ 
ment Agency, Highways Agency and 
district councils are still working in 
affected areas to help with the clean¬ 
up effort. 

Dave Bunt from the Environment 
Agency said the risk of flooding re¬ 
mained especially if further heavy 
downpours fell on the area. 

He said: “Six weeks of heavy rain¬ 
fall has resulted in exceptionally high 


groundwater levels. 

“We’re expecting further heavy 
downpours this weekend which un¬ 
fortunately means there is a risk of 
further property flooding across 
Wessex, and from groundwater 
flooding in some areas of Dorset. 

“We’d urge people to continue to 
be vigilant and to check our website 
for flood alerts and warnings.” 

Miles Butler, director for environ¬ 
mental services at DCC, said: “The 
floods that hit Dorset this week were 
extraordinary. 

“All agencies have worked to¬ 
gether throughout the week to help 
people protect their homes, to get 
roads open and to keep essential 
services running.” 

Highways Agency's emergency 
planning manager in the South West, 
Robin Herringshaw, said they were 
working closely with all their part¬ 
ners to monitor weather conditions 
and maintain safe roads and reliable 
journeys. 

He warned: “Drivers should plan 
their journeys before setting out, 
check weather conditions, leave 
extra time for their journeys if travel 
conditions are poor, and delay their 
journey if the weather becomes se¬ 
vere.” 

• A total of 35 tonnes of sandbags 
were distributed by West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council on Saturday, July 7th. 


The A35 through Winterbourne 
Abbas was closed for most of the fol¬ 
lowing week due to flooding. 

It was opened westbound traffic on 
Thursday morning but further rain on 
that night increased flooding on the 
road and it had to be closed again. 

A Groundwater Flood Alert re¬ 
mains in force for Dorset and the risk 
of flooding from the West Dorset 
streams and the River Frome remains 
high because the ground is still satu¬ 
rated. 

Significant damage was caused to 
Beaminster Tunnel - which remains 
closed until September - and there 
were land slips at Fyme Regis and 
Shipton Gorge. 

People in affected areas are ad¬ 
vised, wherever possible, to avoid 
coming into direct contact with 
floodwater. 

Anyone who needs to go into the 
water is advised to wear waterproof 
gloves and rubber boots and remem¬ 
ber to be careful of potentially con¬ 
cealed hazards. 

Anyone who comes into contact 
with floodwater should wash their 
hands thoroughly to get rid of any 
harmful bugs. 

People are being advised to be 
aware of the high risk of rockfall in 
coastal areas while landslides have 
delivered thick mudflows and quick¬ 
sands to the beaches in many places.

TORCH FACTFILE 

WHEN the torch relay reaches its conclusion later 
this month, a total of 8,000 torchbearers will have 
carried the flame during the 70-day, 8,000-mile 
relay to the Olympic Stadium in London. 

THE route was chosen so the Olympic Flame 
went within 10 miles of 95 per cent of people in 
the UK, Isle of Man, Guernsey and Jersey. 

The torch travelled by a variety of transport 
methods including horseback, bicycle, tram and 
steam-train. 

THE torch and relay were important elements of 
the cultural festivals surrounding the Olympic 
Games of Ancient Greece. 

During the Games, a sacred flame burned con¬ 
tinually on the altar of the goddess, Hera. 

In addition, heralds were summoned to travel 
throughout Greece to announce the Games, de¬ 
claring a sacred truce for the duration. 

A VERY precise ritual for the lighting of the flame 
is followed at every Games. It is lit from the sun's 
rays at the Temple of Hera in Olympia, in a tradi¬ 
tional ceremony among the ruins of the home of 
the ancient Games. 

After a short relay around Greece, the flame is 
handed over to the new host city at another cer¬ 
emony in the Panathenaiko stadium in Athens. 

The flame is then delivered to the host country, 
where it is transferred from one torchbearer to 
another, spreading the message of peace, unity 
and friendship. 

It ends its journey as the last torchbearer lights 
the cauldron at the Olympic Games opening cer¬ 
emony in the Olympic Stadium, marking the offi¬ 
cial start of the Games. 

The flame is extinguished on the final day of 
the Games, at the closing ceremony.

A decision on whether to 
have a young mayor is yet 
to be taken. 

Pupils from Bridport St 
Mary’s, Sir John Colfox, 


Bridport Primary School, 
Symondsbury, Burton 
Bradstock and Powerstock 
met with councillors at an 
inaugural meeting to dis¬ 
cuss creating a youth 
council on July 5th. 

Fifteen-year-old Mollie 
Foster gave a speech in 
favour of the proposal dur¬ 
ing the meeting in the 
Town Hall. 

The Rights Respecting 



Ambassador at Colfox 
said: “Having a youth 
council is about a wide 
range of students coming 
together with one voice 
and making a change be¬ 
cause we hope our input 
and voice will make a dif¬ 
ference within the commu¬ 
nity. 

“The fact is that youth in 
the town feel like they get 
a lot of negative press and 
are stereotyped and 
viewed in a certain way so 
now we know we can 
input positive things into 
the community. This is the 
first step in giving us a 
chance to feel we matter 
and have a say in what 
happens in the town.” 

David Powell, an educa¬ 
tion consultant, is helping 
lead the project. 

The former head teacher 
said: “The schools have all 
agreed a group of young 
people will be released 
half a day each term to 
come together to help the 
town council and talk 
about issues affecting 
them. 

“There is still much to 
discuss, like how the youth 
council may elect a 
spokesperson (or young 
mayor) and how to ensure 
all town and village young 
can get their voice heard, 


including those educated 
elsewhere or at home is 
represented.” 

The teachers met sepa¬ 
rately on the day, led by 
Bridport Primary deputy 
head, Jane Delaney. 

They explored effective 
participation and agreed to 
network next year to de¬ 
velop their work further. 


Town mayor, Councillor 
David Rickard said: “One 
of the best things about the 
day was the fact there was 
teachers from all the 
schools who had a meeting 
on how to co-ordinate the 
development of the proj¬ 
ect. 

“They made links be¬ 
tween their schools so any 


project going forward will 
not be such hard work be¬ 
cause they will all have the 
same goal.” 

He added: “In terms of a 
youth council there are 
still lots of stages to go 
through but it was a good 
first step; there was lots of 
energy to take it forward 
so watch this space.”

■ A BABY swan has been reunited 
with its family after being rescued 
from a dangerous road. 

The two-month-old lost cygnet 
was safely returned to his parents 
and six brothers and sisters thanks 
to Abbotsbury Swanherd, Dave 
Wheeler. 

The lost cygnet was found and 
taken to a vet by a concerned 
woman who found it wandering in 
the road in Dorchester. 

She then returned it to the river, 
but was still concerned for its safety 
when she saw it cowering in the 
reeds, apparently too young and 
frightened to fend for itself. 

So she called the team at Abbotsbury Swannery, who set out to help. Mr Wheeler 
took the cygnet in overnight and gave it a good meal, plenty of rest and Amy his 
daughter gave it lots of cuddles. 

The next day, staff spotted what they believed was the cygnet's family, further 
down the river in Dorchester. 

Mr Wheeler said said:"Local people knew there was a family of nine swans living 
on the river and so when only six cygnets were accounted for, it seemed obvious 
that we had the missing one. We knew we'd got it right when we saw the parents 
nodding their heads at the cygnet, which is their 'swan-speak'for recognising an¬ 
other swan." 

John Huston, general manager of Abbotsbury Tourism said, "We're regularly 
called out to help swans in distress. In this case, the cygnet was vulnerable to pred¬ 
ators such as dogs or foxes. In the extraordinary flooding conditions, it's unlikely 
it would have found its family without some help."

New link between 
Bradpole and Loders 

A NEW off-road pedestrian link be¬ 
tween the villages of Bradpole and 
Loders (near Bridport) has been created. 

Working closely with the landowner 
and Loders Parish Council, the Rights of 
Way Team secured an additional 500 
metres of footpath which means that 
the public can now walk safely between 
the villages avoiding a very busy section 
of country lane. 

A new exit point was included in the 
diverted route to enable easy access to 
a nearby bridleway and the wider rights 
of way network. 

A35 ditch clearing 

DORSET County Council road men are 
helping to clear out the ditch at Winter- 
borne Abbas which flooded, closing the 
A35 earlier this week. 

With more rain expected, it was all 
hands to the pump to clear the water 
course to prevent further flooding on 
the torch relay route. 

The A35 is a trunk road, managed by 
Connect on behalf of the Highways 
Agency. 

But with the main road closed and the 
torch relay imminent, county council 
staff helped locals and Connect staff to 
clear it out. 

Environment director Miles Butler 
agreed for council staff to help. He said: 
"These are exceptional times so we were 
happy to help." 


VICTIMS of sexual assault have 
access to better help with the 
opening of the county’s sexual 
assault referral centre. 

The doors to the centre opened 
last month to provide multi¬ 
agency support to victims of rape 
and sexual assault under one 
roof. 

The centre - a partnership proj¬ 
ect led by Dorset Police and NHS 
Dorset and supported by Dorset 
Rape Crisis Support Centre - will 
provide victims with the help that 
they choose. 

The Bournemouth based centre 
will include crisis support, coun¬ 
selling referral, health and wel¬ 
fare information, police and 
forensics (if they decide to re¬ 
port) . Victims who self-refer do 
not have to report the assault to 
the police. 

At ARC (Assault Referral Cen¬ 
tre) Dorset, they will be given all 
the necessary information so that 
they can make an informed 
choice about whether or not to do 
so. If they do decide to report the 
offence, they will be informed 
and supported throughout the 
process. 

Detective Superintendent Sara 
Glen has been part of the partner¬ 
ship team integral to creating 
ARC Dorset. 

She said: “At ARC Dorset, we 
want victims to feel safe and 
sheltered at what is a very trau¬ 
matic time for them. 


“Dorset is a very safe county 
but those who do fall victim to 
rape and sexual assault deserve 
the highest quality of care possi¬ 
ble from their multi-agency serv¬ 
ice providers. This is what ARC 
Dorset aims to provide. 

“Whereas previously it would 
not have been clear to a victim 
the full range of services avail¬ 
able to them following an attack, 
now they can access multi¬ 
agency support by picking up the 
telephone to ARC Dorset. 

“This means that, initially, 
when everything is still so raw 
they will not have to explain their 
story over and over again.” 

ARC Dorset is a partnership 
initiative with Dorset Police, 
NHS Dorset, local authorities and 
other statutory and voluntary or¬ 
ganisations. 

It is provided by Harmoni for 
Health, an independent sector 
service provider. 

David Hillier, ARC Dorset 
manager, said: “ARC Dorset pro¬ 
vides comfortable and welcom¬ 
ing surroundings for victims of 
rape and sexual assault and their 
families or supporters. 

“As well as providing access to 
crisis support, medical examina¬ 
tion and advice and counselling 
referrals, we also try to focus on 
the smaller things that make a 
difference - like a cup of tea, a 
hot shower and a change of 
clothes. 


“We ask anyone reading this to 
let as many people as possible 
know about ARC Dorset. 

“We want victims of rape and 
sexual assault to come to see us 
to get the help that they need.” 

Dr Karen Kirkham, lead GP for 
Dorset Care Commissioning 
Group, said: “I am delighted that 
ARC Dorset is now open; this 


gives the NHS an opportunity to 
support individuals at a very dif¬ 
ficult time, to encourage them to 
access sexual and other health 
services to meet their specific 
identified needs. 

“It will also help us to meet one 
of our key strategic aims, to re¬ 
duce health inequalities.” 

Anyone - man, woman or child 


- who has been raped or sexually 
assaulted either recently or in the 
past, can contact ARC Dorset di¬ 
rectly - as a self-referral - or 
come as a referral from the police 
or any other agency.

L yme Regis Lifeboat Week is set to take 
over the town for nine days, starting 
this Saturday (July 21 st), with a spec¬ 
tacular 65 events planned.

IF YOU missed the B Sharp's premiere performance of'On Golden Cap'at 
Poole, as part of Coastal Voices, organisers tell us not to worry. There is an¬ 
other opportunity to see it on Friday 27th July, at the Weymouth Beach/Live 
Site on the main stage at 4.30-4.50. This is non-ticketed event and is open 
to the public as a part of the Cultural Olympiad Maritime Mix programme 
for mass voices, film and music. Fran Williams, B Sharp Director said don't 
miss this last opportunity to hear this very beautiful and touching piece of 
music. The making of On Golden Cap has been an incredible journey for 
everyone involved, we have brought together 180 young singers from 
across East Devon and Dorset to form this new choir, with the brilliant com¬ 
poser John K Miles. Coastal Voices has been a great opportunity for us to 
develop important partnerships for the future and opportunities for young 
music makers in the region. 

Elspeth McBain Chief Executive of Lighthouse, Poole said of our world 
premiere performance'After two years of planning, commissioning, creat¬ 
ing and rehearsing, the performance of coastal Voices on Sunday delivered 
far more than was ever dared hoped. 

B Sharp, and the young people of Lyme Regis, dispelled an image that 
choral music was mainly for older people when they lifted the roof, our 
heart rates, and our pride when they performed John K Miles sublime new 
work'On Golden Cap'. 

The younger part of the Coastal Voices collaboration showed us all that 
not only can they sing brilliantly - but that music making in their region is 
alive and kicking - and of exceptional quality. 

The young people inspired the music commissioned by Creative Coast to 
reflect the geology of the Jurrasic Coast World Heritage Site, and they in 
turn inspired me and the rest of the audience at Lighthouse with their per¬ 
formance. Not only for the their magnificent voices, but with the beauty 
of the score, the aptness of the libretto created by the words of the partic¬ 
ipants about the place they live, the professional delivery of the perform¬ 
ance and the joy of the singers.

On Golden Cap by John K Miles, was inspired by work with Billy Bragg, B 
Sharp and young people of West Dorset & East Devon. Singers from The 
Woodroffe School, Colyton Grammar, Axe Valley Community College, St 
Michael's & Mrs Ethelston's primaries began working on the project over a 
year ago. 

Programme note from our Composer John K Miles: 

The catalyst for On Golden Cap was a song-writing project Hear Here, run 
by the inspirational youth arts organisation B Sharp in Lyme Regis. The par¬ 
ticipants were drawn from local schools and a core group of young people 
from B Sharp. I brought in some initial musical starting points, before kick¬ 
ing the project 

off with a visit from legendary songwriter Billy Bragg. He worked with 
each group for a session, with an emphasis on writing personal lyrics with 
meaning and depth. We subsequently developed and added to the mate¬ 
rial over six weeks of 

intense collaborative work, painting a picture of what it feels like to live 
in Lyme Regis that ended in an emotive and poignant performance, Songs 
of Lyme, in October 2011. 

John K Miles explained The catalyst for On Golden Cap was a song-writ¬ 
ing project Hear Here, run by the inspirational youth arts organisation B 
Sharp in Lyme Regis that ended in an emotive and poignant performance, 
Songs of Lyme, in October 2011 .'I wrote On Golden Cap in direct response 
to this performance, 

moving from East to West along the Jurassic Coast to Lyme Regis, culmi¬ 
nating in the ascent of Golden Cap, the highest point on the southern coast 
of England''Once again it was a privilege to work with the young people 
from West Dorset and East Devon. Accompanied by a fantastic professional 
band they brought 'On Golden Cap' to life, showcasing explosive energy, 
delicacy and poise in equal measure. I was over the moon with their com¬ 
mitted performance of the piece and deeply touched by the emotional 
feedback; a few tears, but mainly lots and lots of smiling from performers 
and audience alike'. 

Clare Rinaldi from Mrs Ethelston's primary school said 'our shared experi¬ 
ence with Coastal voices and singing 'On Golden Cap'with so many fresh 
and talented children was a truly memorable experience for me personally. 
Our whole musical journey was full of fun and the real feeling of Commu¬ 
nity. Children in our area have few opportunities to sing in large groups 
and in such superb theatres, we all felt part of something special'

He was 
inspired to write it by a trip to the seaside at 
Lyme Regis. 

THE SEA 

The rushing waves, like white stallions, charge 
down the bay, 

The plains of endless sand, like Demerara sugar, 
disappear by the end of day. 

The cragged rocks upon the water grip the shore 
with jagged claws, 

The pebbles sing their sombre song without a 
single pause. 

The clear blue sky with travellers white, which 
soar in a cutting arc, 

Contrasted with the deep blue depths; dense 
compacted, dark. 

The calm waters ripple gently, spreading through 
the vast ocean, 

Now there's no disruption apart from a lone fish's 
motion. 

The green tangled hair of the deep dark depths

LEONARD Cohen, born 1934, can 
be described as one of the most 
accomplished singer/songwriters 
of our time. He started out as a 
poet and novelist at home in 
Montreal, Canada in the 50s and 
60s, and soon began writing 
music on the Greek Island of 
Hydra. The basis for his work 
often focuses on the deepest 
thoughts and feelings known to 
man such as sexuality, relation¬ 
ships, religion and morality. 
Cohen is often highly regarded by 
critics for his lucid, rich lyrics and 
intimate composition. 

Over 2,000 renditions of 


Cohen's songs have been 
recorded but none as desolate 
and sensual as Keith James' latest 
interpretation: 

"I'm endeavouring to pair each 
song back to its' central core and 
original sense of purpose by per¬ 
forming each song as near to the 
way it was originally written, ex¬ 
posing Cohen's unprecedented 
sense of humanity" said Keith. 

Keith has recently completed a 
successful national tour (The 
Great Canadian Song Book) cele¬ 
brating the pinnacle of Canadian 
song writers and has since taken 
a deeper interest into Cohen's 


work specifically. 

The current tour has become 
the largest tour of its kind span¬ 
ning the UK with 63 dates of se¬ 
lected Art Centres and Theatres.

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PALMER'S EXHIBITION GIVES RARE CHANCE TO 
BUY PAINTINGS BY POPULAR DORSET ARTIST 


A RARE opportunity to buy sought-after paintings of the 
late Dorset artist Chris Jonzen - younger brother of the in¬ 
ternationally-celebrated painter Basil Jonzen and his fa¬ 
mous sculptor wife Karin - will be held at an exhibition of 
his remaining works on July 20th at the Palmer's Brewery, 
Bridport. 

The Chris Jonzen Exhibition at the Palmer's wine store 
will comprise 22 works which have been especially re¬ 
leased from private collection by the late painter's Dorset- 
bred family. 

Mr Jonzen's family has decided to sell the paintings "be¬ 
cause we wanted people from the county which gave 
Chris so much joy to have the chance to own something 
by one of its great characters." 

In keeping with Chris Jonzen's lifetime and passionate 
support for the local lifeboat service, all monies raised at 
the exhibition will be donated to the RNLI. 

Chris Jonzen's peaceful landscapes and sea studies are 
prized in the Dorset art world which he first joined in 1969 
when he opened the legendary Sea Cow bistro on Wey¬ 
mouth's harbourside, pioneering in the county the trendy 
Kings Road-style of Bohemian dining and indulging his 
love of boating. 

The restaurant became famous through the county, pop¬ 
ular with local fishermen, yachtsmen and celebrities in¬ 
cluding pop bands performing at the Weymouth Pavilion. 

Despite his great success as a popular restaurateur and 
a colourful bon viveur, Chris Jonzen's longing had been to 
be a full-time artist like his renowned brother Basil, whose 
work hangs in The National Collection, was a thwarted 
dream until he moved to Weymouth. 

For despite showing a talent for art from an early age, his 
creativity was frustrated by plans mapped out for him by 
his strict and Swedish-born businessman father, a highly- 
successful London importer of Swedish glassware who 
sent Chris away to boarding school in Sherborne with the 
instruction to study classics and science. 

"It was not encouraging for a boy who was so creative 


and desperately-keen on so many forms of art", said Jean- 
nie. 

Although his father was ironically a well-known patron 
of the arts, Chris was pressed into the family glassware 
business to learn it from the shop floor up, rising to chair¬ 
man but continually longing to be an artist instead. 

It was not until the Jonzen import business was crushed 
by Prime Minister Harold Wilson's notorious 1967 devalu¬ 
ation of the pound that'the other artist Jonzen'was freed 
up at the age of almost 40. 

Moving to Weymouth with his wife Daphne in 1968 gave 
him the chance to begin explore painting, including the 
gentle studies of countryside and seascapes for which his 
work is now collected. 

"Chris's artistry was all over the Sea Cow restaurant, from 
the decor to the logo, the look of the menu and his deter¬ 
mination to learn the skill of perfectly filleting fish," said 
Jeannie. 

After ten years establishing the Sea Cow as one of Wey¬ 
mouth's favourite haunts, Chris and Daphne moved to Ab- 
botsbury, converting their home West Barn, and launching 
a new venture, the well-known Frome Valley Kitchens in 
Dorchester, which thrived until and beyond his retirement. 

It was then, at the age of 65, that Chris Jonzen finally be¬ 
came the Dorset painter who is prized today for his peace¬ 
ful studies, prolifically painting at home in Abbotsbury 
from the perceptive sketches that he made with the 
Dorchester Art Group on location in Dorset, the Pennines, 
France and Sweden. 

"For all of his life our father only ever really wanted to 
paint. Dorset finally gave him that opportunity late in his 
life and that chance gave him a new youth. He loved 
Dorset and that's why we're holding this little retrospective 
exhibition and sale in Bridport, to do proud the artist who 
never gave up," said Jeannie. 

The Chris Jonzen Exhibition & Sale will be held at the 
Palmer's Brewery wine showroom, Bridport, on July 20th 
from 7.00 - 9.00 pm.

Having celebrated 40 years of broadcasting in 2011 
and, as Presenter, since 1980, of BBC Radio 2's longest 
running specialist music programme, 'The Organist 
Entertains' which began in 1969, Nigel continues to 
bring the highest quality popular and light classical 
organ music to audiences at home and throughout 
the world. In this internet age, the programme is en¬ 
joyed by listeners as far afield as New Zealand and as 
exotic as the Far East as well as by a large and diverse 
audience very much nearer home. 

Nigel is also recognised as one of the country's most 
popular performers. His versatility and virtuosity are 
guaranteed to delight all but the most extreme mu¬ 
sical tastes. Nigel is equally at home at the console of 
a Mighty Wurlitzer, a cathedral organ or playing many 
of the superb instruments that adorn our churches 
and chapels up and down the country and he is also 
one of very few organists still playing entire concerts 
on the Hammond organ. 

Nigel has established a reputation as one of the 
finest exponents of silent film accompaniment, a 
genre that he particularly enjoys, and he has provided 
music for full length film presentations in venues as 
diverse as the Plaza Super Cinema, Stockport, Sym¬ 
phony Hall in Birmingham and the Finlandia Hall in 
Helsinki, Finland. In addition, he is regularly to be 
heard providing incidental music for radio and TV

The new Leon is compelling 
for its excellent practicality. It 
combines a more compact ex¬ 
terior with a more spacious in¬ 
terior. The premium materials 
and the level of craftsmanship 
place the Leon squarely at the 
forefront of the competitive 
field. 

Every power unit is among 
best-in-class for efficiency and 
emissions, with the highlight 
being the 1.6 TDI with 
start/stop. It has an average 
fuel consumption of just 74.3 
mpg and a C02 figure of just 99 
g/km. 

"The new Leon is an all-new 
car and opens a new chapter 
for SEAT. It combines SEAT'S dy¬ 
namic new design language 
with the latest technology. Fine 
details and precise design, es¬ 
pecially in the interior, reflect 
the high standard of crafts¬ 
manship of the new Leon," ex¬ 
plains Dr. Matthias Rabe, 
Vice-President of Research and 
Development for SEAT S.A. 

Dr. Rabe added: "Built on the 
Volkswagen Group's MQB 
shared architecture which ben¬ 
efits from systematic light¬ 
weight design, the new Leon 
offers an impressive perform¬ 
ance, with low C02 emissions 


and fuel consumption. In sum¬ 
mary, the new Leon provides 
emotional driving fun, excel¬ 
lent efficiency, a stunning de¬ 
sign and a high degree of 
utility." 

Design: simply stunning 

"Thanks to its dynamic and 
assured character, the new 
SEAT Leon inspires a self-confi¬ 
dent stance. It has a decisive 
look," says Alejandro 
Mesonero-Romanos, Head of 
SEAT Design. "It keeps a high 
degree of formal beauty and 
sportiness." 

He adds: "It has extremely 
well proportioned volumes, 
with a slight shift of the visual 
weight of the cabin over the 
rear wheels, while keeping a 
very fluid transition between 
the front wing and the cabin. 
The surfaces have been se¬ 
verely sculpted all around in 
order to increase its tri-dimen- 
sional appeal, thanks to the ef¬ 
fects of light and shadow.

RHA calls for transparency in the oil market 


REPORTS that oil prices may have been an¬ 
other victim of price manipulation come as lit¬ 
tle surprise to the Road Haulage Association. 

"This issue isn't just about the motorist," said 
RHA Chief Executive Geoff Dunning. "The 
price of oil dictates the price we pay for all fuel 
types. To learn that there is a possibility of oil 
traders worldwide manipulating the price 
comes as little surprise, given the recent news 
that our own financial system was rigged for 
the benefit of the banks. 

"We find it quite baffling that the oil market, 
as one of the world's key commodity sectors, 
is unregulated and appears to rely, to a great 
extent, on the honesty of the trader to return 
accurate data regarding their activities. 


"The G20 revelation which has found the oil 
market to be wide open to 'manipulation or 
distortion'must be acted upon as a matter of 
urgency. How many more financial stones 
must be overturned before we can see a fair 
financial system in which we can place our 
confidence? 

"With fuel now representing over one third 
of a UK hauliers' operating costs, the world 
price of oil is critical to the viability of a cost- 
effective and efficient haulage industry. This 
country is trying to battle its way out of reces¬ 
sion. If we cannot trust those who set the 
price for the life-blood of our industry, what 
hope is there for the rest of the economy?" 
Geoff Dunning asked.

How's about that then? Jimmy Savile's Rolls and Isetta 
to be auctioned for charity by Dreweatts, July 30 


IT is well known that the cigar-puffing, marathon¬ 
running star of Jim'll Fix It and Top of the Pops, Sir 
Jimmy Savile OBE KCSG, hoarded countless sou¬ 
venirs of his extraordinary 85-year life. Now, in accor¬ 
dance with his wishes, a major percentage of that 
amazing collection (550 lots from cigars to male jew¬ 
ellery) is being auctioned by Dreweatts in favour of 
the Sir Jimmy Savile Charitable Trust at Saviles Hall 
Leeds on July 30. The star lot is likely to be Sir 
Jimmy's beloved Rolls-Royce Corniche Convertible, 
though his famous yellow BMW Isetta bubble car 
will surely be quite a draw too. 

The 2002 Corniche is number 46 of the 56 so-called 
'Last of Line' models produced by Rolls-Royce to 
mark the end of 56 years of production at its Crewe 
plant - a related commemorative plaque is mounted 
on the centre console. It is one of only nine built in 
righthand drive and carries the registration JS 247 - 
247 metres medium wave being the frequency on 
which Radio 1 was broadcast from 1967 to 1978. Im¬ 


maculately presented in silver teamed with a cream 
leather interior, the car is understood to have cov¬ 
ered just 4,420 miles from new and is estimated to 
fetch between £60,000 and £90,000. 

Sir Jimmy purchased the BMW Isetta 300 Plus in 
1965 while a resident DJ at the New Elizabethan Ball¬ 
room, Belle Vue, Manchester. It has apparently had 
a full body restoration by Lee Turnham, the Isetta 
Owners'Club registrar, and comes complete with the 
roof-mounted orange warning light fitted by the 
owner after he and the car had nearly been flattened 
by a lorry whose driver had failed to see them. 
Among those to have accompanied Sir Jimmy in the 
Isetta is the Duke of Edinburgh, who Savile appar¬ 
ently collected from Aylesbury railway station - the 
Duke's reaction was not recorded! The Isetta carries 
an estimate of £5,000-8,000.

On the playing front Senior is still un¬ 
sure of the situation regarding Simon 
Baines and Alex Halloran. 

"Simon has had a couple of games 
with Poole Town who are able to offer 
him much more than us. He wants to 


play at the highest standard possible of 
course. 

"However, he has been pleased with 
what he has seen here, and if they do 
make an offer which is not acceptable 
he has said that he would be more than 
happy to play for us. 

"Hamworthy United are interested in 
Alex and he has played a couple of 
games for them, as well as training with 
Dorchester, so I am not quite sure of the 
situation just at the moment. 

"Ben Briscoe has advised that he has 
been ill for a couple of weeks with a 
stomach problem which is why he 
hasn't appeared at training, but he says 
he is feeling a bit better, so hopefully we 
may see him soon." 

One problem for Senior is Tom 
Richardson who is currently in hospital 
in London.
